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TRINITY—OORPUS CHRISTI. 


Trinity Sunday—the feast of the Most Holy 
Trinity—always occurs on the first Sunday 
after Pentecost. In the first centuries of the 


Church there was no special day assigned to 
the Triune God, and it was only when this 
doctrine waa attacked by the Arians that the 
Fathers prepared an Office with canticles, re- 
sponses, a Preface and hymns. In many places 
the Office of the Holy Trinity composed by 
Bishop Stephen of Liege (903-20) was tecited 
on the first Sunday after Pentecost. Aletandor 
II (1061-1078) refused to make this fest a 
universal one, . ating that the Holy Trinity 
was honored daily by the recital of the “Gloria 
Patri.“ It was John XXII (1816-34) fiat en 
joined the observance of this feast on the first 
Sunday after Pentecost for the entire church. 
The Greeks do hot observe it. Popé Pius X on 
July 24, 1911, raised it from a double of the 
second class to the dignity of a primary of the 
first class. It is quite logical that it shdéuld 
fall at this time, because the doctrine of the 
Trinity was explicitly proclaimed to the world 
after the first great Pentecost. 

Corpus Ohristi, or the Feast of the Body of 
Christ, is observed on the Thursday after that 
of the Trinity. It solemnly comimemortites the 
institution of the Holy Eucharist. Holy 
Thursday is really the day commemorative of 
this, but it is also a time of sadness, because 
we are at the vigil of our Lord's death, hence 
it cannot be adequately and fitly celebrated. 
The one to whom we owe this feast is St.
